Aeronautical Electronics, Inc. — Aerotron for short 
— makes two-way mobile radio communication 
equipment. Originally located in leased buildings, 
expanding sales dictated a move and the plant is 
presently situated four miles north of Raleigh in 
rolling country, facing busy U. S. Highway 1. . The 
building contains 26,000 square feet of manufac- 
turing and office space. 


From the outside the plant has an unusual and 
inviting appearance, created by a concrete canopy 
of sawtooth design over the entrance and the verti- 
cally striped walls of the office wing. A blue and 
gold spray painted metal grille separates the general 
office from corridor traffic. The end wall of Aero- 
tron's coffeeshop cafeteria is picture-windowed and 
opens to a canvas awning2d patio for pleasant 
weather use. Bright colors are used tastefully 
throughout the plant. The 112-ft.-long benches т 
the assembly area are topped with orange-hued 
chipboard and fronted with Masonite panels alter- 
nately painted pink and gray. ^ "Service Parts Sys- 
tem" racks of bright red fit onto bench tops and 
these are hung with sparkling yellow trays of parts 
and sub-assemblies. The plant was designed with 
future expansion in mind in the engineering, ad- 
ministrative and production areas.

The laboratory houses facilities to change the log 
from the forest to the finished wood product — 
plywood, chipboard or some new research item. 
Various working areas are required to complete 
this process such as machinery and equipment area, 
machine shop, preservative treatment area, dry 
kiln, experimental kiln (for research work), finishing 
room, service areas (classroom, office, etc.) and 
storage area. 


The building is steel frame exposed with cavity 
brick curtain wall panels, concrete roof deck; the 
ceiling is exposed and the roof built-up; windows are 
aluminum projected and walls brick interior and 
exterior. The various mechanical facilities are co- 
ordinated in design so that the ducts, pipe, light 
fixtures, etc. form an orderly pattern on the ceiling. 
Each of these items are painted a different color 
in order to emphasize the pattern. 


The building is compact in every respect due to 
the limited amount of land available on the college 
campus. Mechanical facilities include a dust 
collection system from all equipment requiring same, 
high pressure steam to certain items of equipment, 
compressed air, and electric bus ducts and miscel- 
laneous related items for flexibility of installation 
and relocation of equipment. 
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NORTH CAROLINA — STATE ON THE GO!

Educationally, industrially, agriculturally, and in 
other aspects of its way of life, North Carolina is, 
in the words of Governor Terry Sanford, "On the 
Go” and making good headway into the mainstream 
of American activity and progress. 

Long regarded as the leader among the Southern 
States, North Carolina continues to move ahead 
under the leadership of Gov. Sanford and those 
he has asked to assist him to direct and help 
manage the affairs of the State during his adminis- 
tration. 

That North Carolina is a progressive state is 
shown in graphic fashion by the record it has made, 
especially during the decade, 1950-60, and there is 
no let-up — nor will there be — in efforts at local 
and State levels to build a stronger economy in the 
Tar Heel State. 

This, in effect, is a statement based on the 
spoken words of Gov. Sanford and those he has 
asked to help him. And those who have been 
“asked” constitute all North Carolina as a whole. 

Director Hargrove Bowles, Jr. of the Department 
of Conservation and Development, one of those bus- 
inessmen asked by Gov. Sanford to assist him, in 
outlining for the bankers of America and those of 
North Carolina, too, recently wrote: 

“We have a fine business climate in North Caro- 
lina and we intend to keep it that way. We want 
to improve this fine business climate and we can 
7 working together for the common good of our 

tate.” 

Director Bowles went on to point out to the bank- 
ers in a special article in “American Banker”, a 
publication featuring activities of banks and bankers 
in this nation, that North Carolina got off to a good 
start during the first quarter of 1961 in investments 
in new and expanded plants announced for the 
State. These announced investments amounted to 
$42,410,000, a figure slightly higher than for the 
comparable period in 1960. These new and ex- 
panded plants will create a potential 5,450 new 
jobs and add $18,838,000 annually in payroll. 

During the decade ending with 1960 more than 
$1.5-billion was invested in new and expanded in- 
dustrial establishments in North Carolina, according 
to records compiled by the North Carolina Depart- 
ment of Conservation and Development. 

This record was accomplished in large measure 
by work done at the local level. These groups have 
worked hard — and are continuing to do so in the 
unceasing efforts to build a stronger North Carolina. 

Director Bowles in telling the bankers about the 
work of this particular group and others wrote: 

"North Carolina now has more than 200 active 
industrial development organizations and hundreds 
of Chambers of Commerce working with the Depart- 
ment of Conservation and Development to build a 
better State. The program continues to receive 
wide support among banks, utilities, transportation 
systems, local government units, the General As- 
sembly, press, radio and television." 

In carrying on its program to build a stronger 
North Carolina, Gov. Sanford earlier this year 
headed a group of 30 North Carolinians into the 
Ohio Valley area to tell industrialists of the advan- 
tages and opportunities this State has to offer in- 
dustry. 
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TRADE FAIR PLANNED 

On the heels of that trip, which was described by 
Gov. Sanford as having been a highly successful 
one, came the announcement from Washington on 
the White House grounds that North Carolina will 
sponsor a unique type of Trade Fair to show in- 
dustrialists, their buyers, and others throughout the 
free world of the wide variety of products now being 
manufactured by the approximate 7,300 manufac- 
turing establishments in this State. The announce- 
ment in Washington was jointly made by President 
Kennedy and Gov. Sanford. 

Dates for the North Carolina Trade Fair, which 
will be held in the Coliseum and new Merchandise 
Mart in Charlotte, are Oct. 12-21. President Ken- 
nedy, who has accepted an invitation to attend 
Founder's Day exercises at the University of North 
Carolina in Chapel Hill on Oct. 12, has promised 
to attend the opening of the Trade Fair in Charlotte 
if he can arrange to do so. 

The Trade Fair, sponsored by the Department of 
Conservation and Development and the Charlotte 
Chamber of Commerce, is expected to attract buy- 
ers from throughout the free world to see the North 
Carolina-made products. The more than 1,000 
booths available for display of only North Carolina- 
made products are rapidly being reserved.  Pre- 
parations are being made to entertain from 50 to 
150 thousand persons expected to view the ex- 
hibits. 

North Carolina architects, who have advanced 
the architectural profession tremendously in recent 
years, should be especially interested in the varied 
types of products to be displayed at the Trade Fair. 

In the stepped up efforts to obtain greater use 
of North Carolina products, Director Bowles said 
increasing emphasis is being put on other phases of 
the varied work done by the Department of Con- 
servation and its eight different divisions. 

Of particular interest is the "New Look" being 
given in State advertising. More zip and zing are 
being put into the nationally and internationally 
circulated State advertisements showing the at- 
tractions North Carolina has for industry as well 
as for the growing number of tourists visiting the 
State to view its scenic wonders and to enjoy its 
superb climate. 

Incidentally, the tourist business continues to 
grow in this State, the latest compilations showing 
it is a $375-million business annually in North 
Carolina. 

Industry-wise, North Carolina continues to move 
forward in output value of its products. Latest 
figures available show the 7,300 manufacturing 
establishments in North Carolina last year produced 
а diversity of products having an output value of 
$9,075-billion, second highest in 15 states of the 
South and Border States. 

More than 500,000 persons held industrial jobs 
in North Carolina at the end of 1960. It is the 
nation's largest producer of textiles, tobacco and 
household wooden furniture. И is the largest lum- 
ber producing State in the South and the fourth 
largest in the nation. Every one of its 100 counties 
has forest lands. 

Yet there remains much to be done and for the 
“State On The GO” it is truly a State on the go. 
It, and those who direct its destiny, are not content 
— nor will they ever be — with what is commonly 
referred to as the status quo.

WILLIAM К. HENDERSON 


In line with former Governor Hodges’ promotion of industrial 
development in North Carolina, the post of Industrial Development 
Administrator in the Department of Conservation and Development 
was given to William R. Henderson in September 1959. 


The son of a Methodist Minister of Kipling, North Carolina, 
Mr. Henderson was graduated from High Point College in 1943 
where he was President of the Student Body and a Member of 
Who’s Who in American Colleges and Universities. After four 
years of active service in the Marine Corps, he was released to 
inactive duty in 1946 and presently holds the rank of Major in 
the U. S. Marine Corps Reserve. 


Mr. Henderson was employed as a buyer for Sears Roebuck 
& Company until his resignation in 1947 to open his own business. 
Among his varied experience and activities he lists many chairman- 
ships of drives for various civic clubs during his residence in 
Reidsville. |n 1955 he was selected "Young Man of the Year" 
for North Carolina by the Junior Chamber of Commerce. Mr. 
Henderson acted as Industrial Consultant to the North Carolina 
Prison Department and was made Assistant Director in September 
1956. In July 1957 he was appointed Head of the Division of 
Purchase and Contract for North Carolina, which position he held 
until becoming Industrial Development Administrator. 


Since coming to Raleigh, Mr. Henderson has been active in 
church and boy scout work. 


One has only to drive around the state to know of the success 
Mr. Henderson has had in promoting industrial development for 
North Carolina.

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The building is one-story, fire-resistive con- 
struction, planned to serve two commercial 
airlines and is expandible to meet greater needs 
in the future. The perimeter “porch” which 
serves as a sun visor, protection for the building 
and the increased ease of circulation of pas- 
sengers and airport personnel, is reminiscent of 
the old-fashioned but very practical small town 
railroad station which had a covered platform 
on all four sides. Total square footage includ- 
ing “porches” is 12,941 sq. ft. 


Exterior walls are heavy section extruded alumi- 
num, double glazed plate glass, and colored, 
insulated aluminum panels.
